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Health  Officer's  Report 

There  have  been  only  a  comparatively  few  cases  of 
common  contagious  diseases,  chicken-pox,  measles,  whoop- 
ing cough  and  scarlet  fever,  during  the  past  year.  These 
have  all  been  isolated  and  hardly  any  spread  has  resulted. 

During  the  year  samples  of  water  both  from  the  vil- 
lage and  North  Charlestown  supplies  have  been  sent  to  the 
State  Laboratory  nearly  every  month.  The  results  have 
not  been  quite  as  satisfactory  as  in  former  years. 

Milk  samples  from  the  local  dealers  and  producers 
have  been  submitted  to  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene 
from  time  to  time  during  the  year.  The  quality  has  been 
satisfactory  in  all  cases. 

During  the  year  the  State  Board  of  Health  in  co- 
operation with  a  local  committee,  held  a  two  day  Child 
Health  Conference,  in  charge  of  Elizabeth  H.  Carriel, 
State  Board  of  Health  Nurse.  Seventy-three  children 
were  given  a  complete  physical  examination.  In  conjunc- 
tion with  this  Clinic  a  Diptheria  Immunization  Clinic  was 
held.  Sixty-seven  children  were  given  the  treatment  for 
the  prevention  of  Diptheria.  Six  children  were  given 
Small-pox  vaccine. 

A  tuberculin  test.  X-ray  of  chest  demonstration  was 
held  at  the  High  School,  May  14,  1942  directed  by  Cluffie 
M.  Gobie,  R.  N.,  Tuberculosis  Field  Nurse,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  local  and  State  Boai-ds  of  Education.  Pre- 
liminary health  education  and  arrangements  for  the  Clinic 
were  conducted  by  Mrs.  R.  E.  Hasham,  School  Nurse. 
Eighty-four  senior  and  junior  high  school  students  and 
thirteen  adults  were  given  the  tubei-culin  test.  Of  these 
six  persons  showed  reaction.  All  reactors  were  given 
benefit  of  X-ray  of  chest.  No  active  cases  were  dis- 
covered.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

We  had  six  changes  at  the  beginning  of  school  in 
the  fall.  The  new  teachers  were,  Miss  E.  Mary  Payne, 
mathematics;  Miss  Norma  Reynolds,  commercial;  Miss 
Carol  Giannarakos.  music;  and  Miss  Irene  Hophinson, 
fourth  grade.  Beside  this  Mrs.  Dora  Sherwin  is  teaching 
the  South  School,  and  Mrs.  Verne  Hause  has  a  class  in 
chemistry, 

I  will  here  insert  parts  of  the  reports  from  Mrs, 
Hasham,  Mr.  Lylis,  Mr.  Streeter,  and  Miss  Giannarakos, 
as  they  cover  the  school  activities  well.  From  Mrs. 
Hasham's  report; — 

'  'The  school  health  program  means  protection  and 
education.  I  do  not  assume  that  the  program  is  as  good 
as  it  should  be,  but  with  what  time  I  have,  I  have  tried  to 
influence  the  pupils  of  all  ages  in  the  matter  of  good 
health,  and  to  help  children  to  understand  why  they  should 
remain  at  home  when  they  are  ill  or  have  a  cold. 

"The  services  of  the  dentist,  Dr,  William  Stuart  and 
that  of  the  state  tuberculosis  specialist.  Dr.  Kerr  were 
beneficial  influences  of  good  health  on  the  lives  of  the 
children.  Other  activities,  such  as  the  annual  health  in- 
spection, the  Snellen's  eye  test,  home  visits,  and  the 
teaching  of  Red  Cross  public  health  outlines  to  a  group  of 
high  school  students  have  been  a  help, 

"The  spark  plugs  in  the  school  health  program  were 
Headmaster  Lylis,  Principal  Streeter,  and  all  of  the  rest 
of  the  Charlestown  teachers.  The  children  suffering  from 
illness,  skin  infections,  periculosis,  fatigue  or  those  lag- 
ging as  compared  with  other  children  were  referred  to  the 
school  nurse."  Mrs  Z.  L.  Hasham.

The  effects  of  defense  work  and  mihary  service  are 
shown  in  the  drop  from  51  boys  last  year  to  40   this   year. 

The  departments  with  teachers  in  charge  are;-- 

Home  Economics,  Miss  Vera  Nichols;  Commercial,  Miss 
Norma  Reynolds;  Mathematics,  Miss  Mary  E.  Payne;  In- 
dustrial Arts,  Mr.  Waldo  Streeter;  English,  Miss  Anna 
Doherty;  Foreign  Languages,  Mrs.  Caroline  Williams; 
Science,  Mrs.  Verne  Hause;  and  Music,  Miss  Carol  Gian- 
narakos;.  All  the  teachers  are  efficient,  capable,  and  have 
well  organized  departments. 

On  February  4,  1943,  through  the  efforts  and  co- 
operation of  the  Commercial  Department,  the  N.  H.  Tuber- 
culosis Association  collected  $284.20  in  the  sale  of  Christ- 
mas seals.  Already  this  is  the  largest  amount  ever  con- 
tributed by  the  citizens  of  Charlestown,  but  we  hope  to 
exceed  $300.00. 

We  are  very  fortunale  in  owning  a  16  MM  silent 
moving  picture  projector  this  year.  It  was  bought  for 
$92.50  which  was  earned  by  the  student  body.  The  pupils 
enjoy  while  learning  in  classes  and  assemblies.  A  few  of 
the  films  shown  are  "  Simple  Machines",  "Safety  Glass", 
"Science  Helps  the  Farmer",  and  "How  to  Take  Care  of 
the  Soil". 

The  high  school  paper,  "Chatterbox",  has  received 
many  compliments  from  other  publications.  Talented 
students  such  as,  Mary  Young,  Gertrude  Urbahn,  Ralph 
Simpson,  William  Brown,  Margaret  Haddad,  Mary  Try- 
bulski,  Josephine  Smith,  Everett  Chapman,  Harold  Mof- 
fatt,  Paul  Johnson,  Jeanette  Farnam  and  Doris  Parmenter 
make  it  possible  to  produce  such  high  class  work. 
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Last  spring  Miss  Doris  Parmenter,  class  1943,  won 
first  prize  in  Sullivan  County  on  an  essay,  "What  Phrase 
in  the  Constitution  Means  the  Most  to  You",  This  winter 
the  National  High  School  Poetry  Association  accepted  two 
poems  for  publication  in  the  annual  National  High  School 
Poetry  Anthology.  They  were,  "The  Peace  That  is  to 
Come"  by  Margaret  Powell,  class  1844,  and  "The  Evening 
of  the  Year"  by  Trinka  Frizzeli,  class  1946.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  me  to  view  honors  earned  by  these  pupils,  and  the 
work  done  by  the  English  Department  during  the  last 
two  years  under  Miss  Doherty. 

The  Charlestown  Junior  Red  Cross  Chapter  was  one 
of  the  first  in  New  Hampshire.  By  mobilizing  our  entire 
student  body  in  this  war  effort  we  have  been  able  to  make 
and  mail  to  the  main  office.  2  stretchers  for  the  air  raid  head- 
quarters,  50  bookmarks.  100  memorandum  pads,  100  table 
and  tray  favors,  50  Christmas  menu  covers,  10  cribbage 
boards,  10  lapboards,  52  utility  bags,  10  afghans,  50  bed 
pan  covers,  and  have  installed  electric  lights  for  the  Red 
Cross.  Our  new  quota  calls  for  5  lap  robes,  25  bedroom 
slippers,  50  ash  trays,  25  watch  holders,  15  writing  boards, 
10  jigsaw  puzzles,  25  writing  portfolios,  and  100  place 
cards. 

In  order  to  train  as  many  students  as  possible  in 
typewriting,  courses  have  been  offered  in  it  to  all  pupils 
who  could  elect  it.  Twenty-one  have  enrolled.  Type- 
writing is  essential  and  high  school  graduates  should  be 
able  to  operate  a  typewriter  with  ease. 

The  activities  of  the  Home  Economics  Department 
are  numerous.  During  the  noon  hours  hot  luncheons  have 
been  prepared  and  served  daily  to  eighty-eight  pupils. 
An  exhibit  at  the  school  house  representing  the  work  of 
the  junior  and  senior  high  school  girls  displayed  250  jars 
of  preserved  foods. 

School  activities  were  curtailed  this  year.  Govern- 
ment restrictions  on  pleasure  cars  has  made  it  impossible 
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to  conduct  many  activities  on  a  profitable  basis.  Students 
are  spending  their  extra  time  on  Junior  Red  Cross  projects, 
sale  of  war  stamps  and  bonds,  scrap  drives,  farm  work, 
and  taking  over  jobs  in  the  community  that  were  left  by 
men  called  to  the  service. 

This  year  a  series  of  basketball  engagements  has 
been  arranged  among  Alstead,  Walpole,  and  Charlestown, 
making  eight  games  for  each  team.  It  was  regrettable 
that  the  girl's  team  has  been  dropped,  but  the  fact  that 
only  the  coach's  car  can  be  used  to  transport  players  has 
forced  it  on  us.

Report  of  Elementary  and  Junior  High  School 

The  enrollment  this  year  has  been;—  Junior  High 
63;  fifth  and  sixth  grades  38;  fourth  grade  34;  third  grade 
28;  second  grade  .42;  first  grade  24, 

In  the  elementary  grades  we  have  had  planned  pro- 
grams for  all  special  observances.  Throughout  the  first 
eight  grades  a  period  has  been  set  aside  for  guidance  in 
personal  civics  with  special  attention  being  given  to  health 
and  manners. 

The  Junior  High  in  its  attempt  to  develop  leader- 
ship and  encourage  participation  in  the  various  school  af- 
fairs has  carried  on  the  following  activities.  During  the 
first  part  of  the  year  a  sales  campaign  of  magazine  sub- 
scriptions was  conducted  for  the  benefit  of  the  High 
Schoool  Athletic  Association.  The  pupils  sold  over  $200.00 
worth.  Raymond  Bradish  sold  the  most  in  the  entire 
school,  this  being  $60.50.  The  next  activity  was  a  play, 
"The  Absent  Minded  Professor"  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Doherty  assisted  by  Miss  Flopkinson. 

Assembly  programs  are  held  each  week  with  pupils 
of  the  Junior  High  working  with  assigned  teachers  in 
planning  the  programs.  Each  week,  pupils  representing 
grades  three  through  eight,  meet  and  discuss  the  news  of 
their  respective  rooms.  This  is  edited  and  presented  to 
the  papers. 

The  boys  in  grades  five  through  eight,  have  had  a 
chance  to  play  basketball.  Also  the  girls  in  grades  seven 
and  eight  have  had  regular  periods.     This  opportunity  was

brought  about  by  the  teachers  giving  up  of  their  time 
freely  to  assist  in  the  program.  Tlie  boys  have  carried 
out  a  series  with  North  Walpole  Junior  High. 

War  Savings  Stamps  are  sold  each  Monday  in 
grades  one  through  eight.  The  total  sales  to  February  1 
is  $1073.70. 

The  Junior  High  Room  has  been  greatly  congested 
this  year  with  an  average  of  sixty-three.  The  normal 
average  being  forty-five  to  fifty.  To  help  this  situation  a 
merit  system  of  study  was  put  in.  This  being  necessary  as 
there  was  no  teacher  time  available  for  handling  the  study 
periods  separate  from  the  instructional  period.  This  has 
worked  out  very  well  for  the  limited  number  allowed  to 
participate.  Waldo  R.  Streeter 

The  Village  Schools  are  doing  good  work  from  the 
first  grade  through  the  high  school  grades.  The  Farwell 
Schools  are  in  good  order  this  year  and  are  well  up  to 
grade.  The  South  School,  while  we  have  one  of  our  best 
teachers  there,  has  been  hampered  by  poor  attendance, 
the  saucy  attitude  of  a  few  pupils  and  the  lack  of  coopera- 
tion oh  the  part  of  a  few  parents.  It  is  the  story  where 
one  or  two  hold  up  the  work  of  those  who  want  to  do  well. 

I  wish  more  parents  would  visit  schools  and  see  for 
themselves  what  is  taught  and  how  it  is  taught.  It  would 
give  courage  to  the  teachers  and  would  bring  a  new  inter- 
est to  the  pupils. 

A  problem  confronts  us  due  to  the  changing  empha- 
sis in  education  caused  by  war  conditions.  Great  interest 
is  shown  in  mathematics,  science,  commercial  work,  and 
foreign  languages.  On  the  other  hand  the  number  of  pu- 
pils asking  for  shop  work,  home  economics  and  music  are 
fewer.  One  reason  for  the  few  wanting  shop  is  that 
many  of  the  boys  have  had  two  years  and  would  get  no 
credit  if  they  were  to  take  one  more.  The  home  econo- 
mics girls  have  had  many  added  duties  put  on  them,    such 
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as  noon  lunches,  war  work,  etc.  The  interest  in  the  band 
and  orchestra  has  been  weak  both  last  year  and  this;  the 
pupils  do  not  care  to  put  in  extra  time  for  practice.  There 
were  not  enough  pupils  interested  in  high  school  music 
to  offer  a  course  this  year.  It  seems  now  as  though  some 
of  these  subjects  will  have  to  be  dropped  next  year  to 
teach  those  wanted,  and  in  order  to  pay  the  wages  re- 
quired to  hold  good  teachers. 

Teaching  is  hard  work  and  it  is  especially  hard  in 
school  with  four  or  more  grades.  The  modern  school 
teacher  has  many  things  to  do  that  v/ere  not  found  in  the 
schools  years  ago.  There  are  papers  to  correct  in  arith- 
metic, in  English,  workbooks  to  correct  and  mark,  and 
rationing,  etc. 

Financially  teachers  have  been  hard  hit.  Teachers' 
wages  always  have  been  low  in  comparison  to  the  years  of 
study  and  the  expenses  required  to  prepare  for  their  work. 
According  to  a  study  made  by  the  NEA  the  cost  of  living 
already  has  risen  19%  since  the  war  began;  but  food  35%, 
and  clothing  25%  .  The  wages  of  factory  workers  have 
gone  up  59%  and  teachers  wages  7%.  Another  induce- 
ment that  kept  teachers  in  their  positions  before  1939  was 
that  they  had  no  income  tax  to  pay. 

Transportation  is  another  serious  problem.  The 
cost  is  higher,  and  it  will  soon  be  hard  to  locate  good 
drivers.  Without  transportation  however,  we  would  be 
forced  to  open  up  a  large  number  of  small  schools  with 
the  difficulty  of  finding  teachers  or  allow  children  to  go 
without  any  education.  It  is  the  opinion  of  many  admin- 
istration officials  that  many  children  will  have  no  teachers 
next  year.  I  believe  that  the  schools  of  Charlestown  can 
be  kept  open. 

Books  are  in  good  condition,  and  teachers  can  get 
along  with  less  supplies  than  would  be  desirable,  but  there 
is  a  growing  problem  of  where  will  they  get  room  and 
board?    A  few  years  ago  many  wanted  teachers  to  board 
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and  room  at  as  low  as  $7.00  a  week;  to-day  rooms  are  hard 
to  find  and  the  total  cost  is  as  high  as  $14,00  a  week. 

I  appreciate  all  the  help  and  kind  wishes  from  the 
teachers  and  pupils  during  my  sickness  also  the  interest 
and  encouragement  by  the  Charlestown  School  Board  in 
my  getting  back  to  work.  I  am  sorry  for  the  incon- 
veniences brought  to  them  and  wish  to  thank  them  for 
the  extra  work  they  have  so  willingly  done.

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MUSIC  REPORT 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Music  Supervisor  of 
the  schools  of  Charlestown,  South  Charlestown  and  North 
Charlestown. 

I  hope  that  music  in  the  elementary  grades  and  all' 
the  grades  will  make  the  child  first  happier  and  more  sen- 
sitive to  beauty;  as  a  socializing  force  shall  enable  him  to 
adjust  himself  sympathetically  to  his  environment. 

Secondly,  that  the  material  and  plan  of  study  will 
offer  exploratory  opportunites  in  which  the  teacher  and 
parents  may  discover  the  latent  capacities  and  interests  of 
the  child  and  in  which  the  child  will  find  himself  musical- 
ly. This  opportunity  is  offered  to  the  child  through  the 
free  instrumental  instructions  which  are  given  by  the 
music  department. 

Third,  that  this  organized  experience  shall  set  up 
influences  which  will  serve  the  child  as  recreational,  cul- 
tural, avocational,  and  vocational  guidance  in  the  develop- 
ment of  his  ultimate  relationship  with  music. 

A  great  deal  of  work  and  stress  has  been  placed  not 
only  in  the  elementary  grades  but  throughout  all  the 
grades  including  the  Junior  High  and  High  School,  so  that 
pupils  may  gain  concepts  of  characteristic  tone  qualities 
and  a  background  of  pitch  relation  through  hearing,  sing- 
ing and  playing. 

The  objective  of  music  in  the  intermediate  grades 
has  been  to  convert  earlier  general  musical  experiences 
into  conscious  power  by  presenting  interesting  and  beauti- 
ful music,  so  that  pupils  will  develop  a  reasonable  degree 
of  power  in  the  technic  of  reading  music. 

The  Junior  High  Glee  Club  consists  of  twenty 
students  who  chose  the  course  as  an  elective  and  rehearse 
once  a  week.  They  have  sung  at  Junior  High  Assemblies 
and  will  later  sing  in  public. 
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We  have  also  organized  a  Junior  High  Orchestra  of 
fourteen  members  which  is  meeting  once  a  week  and  re- 
hearsing very  diligently  for  some  near  future  public  ap- 
pearance. 

In  the  Senior  High  we  have  three  Music  Organiza- 
tions. The  Mixed  Glee  Club,  fifteen  members,  the  Girls 
Glee  Club,  thirteen  members  and  the  Orchestra,  fifteen 
members.  The  Glee  Clubs  each  meet  once  a  week  and 
the  Orchestra  twice  a  week,  the  different  orchestral  sec- 
tions receiving  individual  instruction. 

These  organizations  have  played  and  sung  during 
the  Senior  High  Assemblies,  and  the  Junior  High  Play. 
They  also  performed  at  a  special  Thanksgiving  and  Christ- 
mas Program  held  during  Senior  High  Assembly. 

At  present  plans  are  under  way  for  the  coming 
performance  of  the  yearly  Operetta. 

There  are  thirty  students  studying  piano,  seven 
violin,  five  trumpet  and  four  clarinets.  Parents  would  do 
well  to  encourage  their  children.  No  number  is  great. 
The  more  that  study,  the  greater  orchestral  organization 
the  school  will  have. 

I  wish  to  thank  Superintendent  Walter  L.  Mason, 
Headmaster  John  Lylis,  Principal  Waldo  Streeter,  for 
their  helpful  suggestions  and  cooperation;  the  faculty  and 
the  grade  teachers  with  whom  I  come  in  contact  daily  for 
their  willingness  to  work  and  cooperate  with  the  music 
department.
